of Schools, chat {por and dead the piquant Taft of Wit, 
by confining it to Forms and Sentences. It being ime 
poflible fora Manto write or behave himfelf agreeable 
to the jult Rules of Converfation, who hath not {pent his 
Time in better Company than an Academy can aftord, 
and if any Perfon doubi of this, let him bring a meer 
Scholar into a Ladics Drawing-Room, and he will foon
